She  was  Margaret  Cook  Atkinson  in  1918, 
her  graduation  year,  when  she  wrote  the  words 
of  Wesleyan’s  Alma  Mater.  Member  of  a dis- 
tinguished family  which  sent  four  girls  to  Wes- 
leyan (the  others:  Louise,  Theodora,  and 
Mary,)  she  has  long  been  Mrs.  Ralph  Clark, 
living  in  LaGrange,  Georgia,  active  in  Sunday 
School  work. 

The  college  Glee  Club  had  been  organized 
in  1915  by  Roy  Billen.  Girls  came  off  the 
basketball  court  in  middies  and  bloomers  to 
be  auditioned;  after  rehearsals  they  went  on 
tour;  lustily  they  sang,  “If  you’re  looking  for  a 
place  to  send  your  daughter,  Mr.  Man.” 

One  morning  in  daily  Chapel  Mr.  Billen  an- 
nounced a contest  for  an  Alma  Mater,  an 
original  rx)em  to  be  written  to  a tune  com- 
posed by  a Wesleyan  music  professor,  James 
R.  Gillette  (it  fitted  Bums’  “Flow  Gently, 
Sweet  Afton”). 

Margaret,  a guitarist  that  year  in  the  Glee 
Club,  had  turned  out  a number  of  rhymes 
for  class  songs.  Late  of  an  afternoon  she  lay 
soaking  in  the  bathtub  up  in  the  tower,  hum- 
ming Mr.  Gillette’s  pretty  tune.  Words  began 
to  form  in  her  mind  . . . “Hail  Wesleyan,  thou 
emblem  of  all  that  is  grand  ...  the  noblest, 
the  greatest  in  all  our  fair  land  . . .”  Her  float- 
ing bar  of  soap  melted  . . . “thy  daughters  shall 
be  . . . true,  faithful  and  loyal,  dear  Wesleyan 
to  thee!” 

Her  prize-winning  opus  went  on  the  Glee 
Club  tour  all  over  Georgia  that  year,  with 
Margaret  and  her  room-mate,  Polly  Pierce 
(later  Corn)  and  the  rest  singing  out  the  lines 
with  feryor.  It  was  officially  adopted  as  the 
Alma  Mater,  to  be  enshrined  in  subsequent 
years  in  the  heart  of  every  Wesleyan  student.

Golden  chimes  rang  out  the  Alma  Mater 
ns  Wesleyan  opened  its  127th  session  on 
September  17,  1964. 

Seniors,  in  black,  joined  the  largest  student 
body  in  the  history  of  the  college,  672  strong, 
in  Porter  Auditorium  to  sing,  “Hail  Wesley- 
an, thou  emblem  of  all  that  is  grand  . . 

We  hail  Wesleyan  as  this  new  year  begins, 
a year,  according  to  President  W.  Earl  Strick- 
land, which  finds  students  better  prepared 
academically  than  ever  before.  The  285  fresh- 
men come  from  19  states  and  five  foreign 
countries.  A thirteen  percent  increase  in  full 
time  students  has  filled  every  room,  including 
a wing  in  Porter  once  used  as  an  infirmary, 
reports  Dean  Mary  D.  Lawter. 

Applications  for  next  year  as  compared  to 
last  are  running  almost  double,  says  Allen 
Sanders,  director  of  admissions.  He  urges 
prompt  application,  as  increased  retention 
of  upper  classes  will  leave  fewer  spaces. 

NEW  ART  BUILDING 

Improvement  of  academic  facilities  is  head- 
ed by  the  newly  completed  art  building,  the 
first  on  the  Rivoli  campus.  Located  in  a 
beautiful  secluded  area  of  the  back  campus 
over  11,000  square  feet  of  floor  space  will 
be  dedicated  to  teaching  visual  arts — draw- 
ing, painting,  print-making,  two  and  three- 
dimensional  design,  ceramics,  sculpture,  his- 
tory of  art  and  art  education.  In  this  rapidly 
growing  area  Stanley  R.  Cay  wood,  of  the 
University  of  Iowa,  has  been  added  to  the 
faculty  headed  by  Stuart  C.  Van  Orden  and 
including  James  M.  Kelley  and  Robert  R. 
Malone. 


MODERNIZE  TAYLOR 

Taylor  Science  Hall,  freed  of  its  former 
art  classes,  is  undergoing  total  renovation.  Al- 
ready completed  is  the  first  $30,000  contract 
of  a contemplated  $120,000  improvement.  A 
grant  of  $60,000  from  an  Atlanta  foundation, 
to  be  matched  by  Wesleyan,  will  help  to  raise 
science  facilities  to  standards  required  for  the 
world  of  today  and  tomorrow. 

Among  other  improvements,  students  and 
faculty  are  enjoying  four  new  tennis  courts, 
with  the  four  older  ones  resurfaced  (cost 
$10,000).  A budget  of  $15,000  will  provide 
lectures  and  concerts. 

TRUSTEES  DEDICATE 

The  Bokrd  of  Trustees,  Reginald  Trice, 
chairman,  met  on  October  29.  After  a festive 
luncheon,  ceremonies  were  held  naming  the 
Jennie  LoyallManget  Dining  Room  and  the 
Alleen  Poer  Hinton  Student  Lounge,  both 
beautifully  redecorated.  Trustees,  with  close 
friends  and  family  of  Jennie  and  Alleen  were 
invited.  At  the  designation  Trustees  C.  Bax- 
ter Jones  and  the  Rev.  J.  Frederick  Wilson 
paid  tribute  to  the  two  alumnae  being  hon- 
ored. Charley  W.  Farmer  served  as  Trustee’s 
chairman  for  redecorating  the  Manget  Room. 

The  day  before,  Alumnae  Board  of  Man- 
agers met,  and  in  the  afternoon  a convocation 
in  Porter  Auditorium  featured  a talk  by  Dr. 
A.  C.  Aderhold,  president  of  the  University 
of  Georgia.  On  October  29-30  the  Wesleyan 
Drama  Department  presented  its  first  play  of 
the  season,  “The  Young  and  Fair.”  Hail  Wes- 
leyan!

Over  5140,000  has  already  been  pledged 
toward  the  $500,000  needed  for  the  project, 
according  to  banker  Tom  E.  Greene,  Jr., 
chairman  of  the  Trustee’s  Development  Com- 
mittee. Alumnae  are  urged  to  make  memo- 
rial gifts  from  $1,000  upward,  for  which 
bronze  plaques  will  be  placed  in  the  library. 
Gifts  of  $50,000,  $25,000,  $10,000,  and  $5,000 
will  establish  a room  or  a section  to  be  nam- 
ed for  a loved  one. 

The  new  tax  law  provides  for  a donor  to 
take  a tax  deduction  over  a period  of  five 
years  for  his  gift.  Thus,  one  may  give  now 
and  deduct  a portion  at  a time,  up  to  five 
years. 


T he  Candler  Memorial  Library  at  Wes* 
leyan  has  long  been  considered  one  of  the 
finest  libraries  in  the  country  for  a college 
this  size.  Can  we  keep  it  so  ? 

Our  collection  of  books  is  outstanding,  con- 
sisting of  63,000,  with  2,000  added  each  year 
to  meet  growing  needs.  Three  hundred  cur- 
rent magazines  and  a dozen  newspapers  ar- 
rive regularly;  we  own  a micro-film  reader, 
audio-visual  material  (slides,  film  strips, 
records  of  Shakespeare,  modern  poets,  etc.) 

Important  are  the  ADPi  collection  of  art 
books  (from  primitive  to  modern  and  aug- 
mented by  the  gift  of  $1400  by  the  class  of 
1909  for  rare  art  books) ; the  McGregor  col- 
lection of  Americana,  the  Orville  A.  Park 
Georgiana,  and  the  famed  Georgia  Room. 


DOUBLE  AND  DOUBLE 

Great,  too,  is  student  use  of  books,  53,360 
this  past  year,  almost  double  the  national 
average  per  student. 

Library  facilities,  splendidly  housing  15,000 
books  in  1928,  become  increasingly  inade- 
quate as  Wesleyan  grows.  Even  with  a su- 
perb staff,  lack  of  space  brings  inefficiency 
and  disorder.  Expansion,  long  past  schedule, 
is  now  in  sight,  with  plans  drawn  for  a 23,000 
square  foot  addition.  Doubling  present  space 
will  allow  more  stack  and  study  areas,  in- 
dividual carrels  (study  desks),  all  work  area 
on  the  main  floor,  seminar  rooms,  a music 
library,  a listening  room,  and  air  conditioning. 
A library  architect  will  act  as  consultant. 

NAME  A ROOM? 


Existing  Library  Funds  have  long  been 
named  for  Eva  Gertude  McDonald  and  Jessie 
Monroe  Dickey,  both  of  the  class  of  ’87.  At- 
lanta alumnae  gave  the  Florrie  Cook  White 
Art  Library  in  1942;  moneys  were  donated 
from  the  Mary  H.  Washington  Library 
Science  Fund,  from  James  H.  Porter  and 
William  Banks,  Mrs.  J.  W.  McCook,  the  Car- 
negie Corporation.  Two  years  ago  the  Kel- 
logg Foundation  gave  a grant  of  $10,000  to 
be  used  over  a three-year  period. 

Other  friends,  such  as  devoted  Dr.  Josephus 
W.  W.  Daniel,  and  alumnae  have  helped  our 
library  to  grow.  Now,  all  who  love  Wesleyan 
have  a challenge  and  a chance  to  help  this 
prime  adjunct  of  education  become  nobler 
and  greater,  so  that  none  in  all  our  fair  land 
will  better  serve  the  youth  of  tomorrow.

Thulia  Elizabeth  (“T.  E.”)  Massey  came 
10  Wesleyan  during  the  Civil  War,  when  the 
old  college  on  the  hill  was  crowded  with  re- 
rugees.  She  wore  long,  wide-skirted  dresses, 
studied  by  gaslight,  listened  to  Sidney  La- 
aier’s  sweet  flute.  T.  E.  received  the  A.B. 
degree  in  1867,  married  W.  H.  Fitzpatrick, 
and  sent  their  daughter,  Inez,  to  Wesleyan. 

Inez,  one  of  the  first  contributors  to  Loyalty 
Fund,  was  graduated  in  1883,  married  Leon 
Smith  Fernald.  In  1928  mother  and  daughter 
returned  to  campus  for  reunion  with  their 
classes.  The  next  year,  within  a week,  this 
precious  pair  was  claimed  by  death. 

This  fall,  T.  E.’s  great-grand  daughter, 
Marsha  Lynn  Fernald,  of  Tarpon  Springs, 
Florida,  entered  the  freshman  class  at  Wes- 
leyan.

In  his  annual  report  to  the  Trustees  Presi- 
dent Strickland  expresses  the  ‘^genuine  grati- 
tude of  the  College  Administration  and  of  all 
the  alumnae  for  Mrs.  Jones'  work  . . . ** Always 
a loyal  alumna  of  the  college^  Mrs.  Jones 
brought  to  the  office  a dedication  and  a person- 
al quality  of  graciousness  that  contributed 
enormously  to  the  advancement  of  the  Associa- 
tion during  her  years  of  service'*.  Florence 
served  as  president  of  the  Association,  1949-52. 


MY  ALMA  MATER 
1956-1964 

Serving  as  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Alumnae  Association  for  eight  years  brings  me 
the  privilege  of  evaluating  some  of  the  high- 
lights, or  milestones  in  the  life  of  our  college 
during  that  period.  It  goes  without  saying  we 
had  aps  and  downs  along  the  way. 

One  important  and  stabilizing  decision  the 
alumnae  sought  for  a long  while  was  ac- 
complished in  1958.  The  Trustees  took  a firm 
stand  to  have  Wesleyan  remain  a woman’s 
college,  and  ended  the  trend  we  were  facing 
toward  co-education.  Many  alumnae  recognize 
the  fact  there  is  a definite  need  in  the  education 
world  for  the  woman’s  college.  Certainly,  the 
first  college  chartered  to  grant  degrees  to 
women  should  remain  in  her  pioneered  field 
of  distinction. 

Wesleyan  celebrated  the  centennial  of  the 
Alumnae  Association  in  1959.  There  was  a 
concerted  effort  by  the  alumnae  to  spotlight  the 
value  of  Wesleyan  and  her  far-reaching  in 
fluence  in  the  community,  the  state  and  the 
world.  “The  Lasting  Glory,”  a beautiful  page- 
ant written  by  an  alumna,  and  presented  by 
many  alumnae  and  friends,  culminated  the 
year’s  work.  This  event  proved  to  be  very 
worthwhile  in  public  relations  by  revealing  the 
true  spirit  of  the  oldest  and  best. 

CHANGE 

The  change  in  early  1960  of  the  top 
administrator  of  the  college  proved  satisfactory 
in  every  respect.  Work  in  all  departments  was 
uninterrupted  and  progress  came  gradually  and 
naturally  under  the  leadership  of  the  new 
president. 

The  Trustees  in  1962  established  the  new 
office  of  Vice  President  in  Charge  of  Develop- 
ment. This  was  a very  important  step.  The 
private  college  in  this  era  of  tax  supported 
institutions  must,  to  exist,  prove  to  the  business

world,  to  foundations,  and  very  definitely  to 
alumnae  and  friends  the  absolute  necessity 
of  financial  support.  This  new  office  is  striv- 
ing to  enlarge  the  bequest  program  begun  by 
the  first  Alumnae  Director  years  ago,  to  in- 
form friends  of  tax  benefits  by  planned  gifts  to 
the  college,  to  enlist  interest  from  parents  of 
present  students  and  to  encourage  all  alumnae 
to  support  Wesleyan  with  their  resources  - - 
financial  and  spiritual. 

STRUGGLE 

Forgive  me,  but  I cannot  fail  to  mention 
the  dominant  struggle  of  these  years  - - our 
one  great  disappointment  and  failure.  The 
alumnae  with  the  help  of  a few  friends  worked 
for  years  to  find  some  means  of  retaining  and 
restoring  the  original  buildings  of  Old  Wes- 
leyan. After  seeking  interest  from  every 
source  and  pursuing  every  lead  - - historical 
societies,  foundations,  city,  state  government 
as  well  as  U.S.A.  agencies,  from  the  early 
1950’s  to  the  final  date  1962  - - the  Board  of 
Managers  concluded  that  ONLY  the  State  of 
Georgia  or  the  U.  S.  Government  with  vast 
resources  could  save  the  buildings.  What  a 
catastrophe!  The  State  officials  chose  to  re- 
lease MILLIONS  to  the  mountain  of  stone, 
immovable  forever  - - instead  of  to  the  historic 
buildings  that  have  now  vanished.  Bitterness 
followed,  hearts  were  saddened  and  dreams 
shattered.  But  after  all,  Wesleyan  College  and 
what  it  stands  for  with  the  excellent  student 
body  of  nearly  seven  hundred  deserves  our 
undivided  loyalty. 


PROGRESS 

The  sky  line  changed  on  College  Hill — and 
so  the  skyline  at  Rivoli  is  changing — as  well  as 
the  floor  plans,  too.  Alumnae  keep  hoping  that 
the  next  shadow  on  the  beautiful  campus  will 
be  from  the  new  addition  to  the  library.  And 
then,  maybe  an  alumnae  house  someday! 

In  1963  an  alumna,  a professional  writer, 
was  appointed  Editor  of  the  WESLEYAN 
ALUMNAE.  This  was  a happy  day  in  the 
Alumnae  Office.  It  divided  the  load  of  work 
and  released  the  Executive  Secretary  for  more 
extensive  personal  contacts  and  promotional 
projects.  Following  this  appointment  a new 
Executive  Secretary  was  named  in  1964. 

Progress,  progress  everywhere!  Believe  me, 
Wesleyan  Alumnae,  when  I tell  you — you  have 
every  reason  to  be  proud  of  your  Alma  Mater. 

There  are  three  people  now  enjoying  re- 
tirement, Anne  S.  Johnstone,  Elizabeth  M. 
Dixon  and  I,  Florence  T.  Jones  who  will  be  sup- 
porting Wesleyan,  the  new  Alumnae  Director, 
and  the  new  officers  in  every  way  possible.  We 
are  grateful  for  the  rewarding  years  we  were 
privileged  to  serve  with  the  administration,  the 
faculty,  the  staff  and  the  loyal  alumnae.  We 
will  forever  treasure  these  friendships. 

The  three  of  us  now  promise  never,  never 
to  lose  our  capacity  for  enthusiasm  for  Wes- 
leyan and  her  alumnae!
